Youngstown, O., Sept. 5. — From 


early 
in 
tne 
morning 
until 
the 


speeches, which began at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, bands and marching 
clubs thronged the streets and helped 
to remind the citizens of Youngstown 
that this is campaign opening day for 
the Republicans of Ohio and the nat- 
ion. 
The crowd is one of the largest 


that ever assembled at a political 
gathering in Ohio. 


Nearly every large city in the state 


was represented in the parade, the 
Tippecanoe club of Cleveland, the 
Railsplitters of Toledo, the Western 
Reserves of Cleveland and a colored 
organization, the Alt ticks of Cleve- 
land, were among the larger of the 
marching clubs. 
Pittsburg is repre- 


sented by the Auiericus club. 


Among the chief attractions were 


Governor Harris of Ohio, Governor 
Hughes of New York and Senator 
Beveridge of Indiana, who delivered 
the addresses. 
Secretary of the In- 


terior James R. Garfleld was present. 
Members of the national committee 
*nd congressmen from a number of 
states helped along the enthusiasm. 
The men who are in the public eye 
in Ohio were on the spot almost with- 
out exception. 


The, city began to fill with visitors 


last night, when the first delegations 
arrived. By 10 o'cloc* today, the 
streets were crowded from curb to 
curb. The local committee had made 
excellent preparations for the occa- 
sion. 
All the public buildings were 


elaborately decorated, ana in the bus- 
iness part of town the blocks were 
brilliant 
with 
flags 
and 
bunting. 


Youngstown took hold of the 
affair 


without regard 
for political 
affilia- 


tions. 


Thousands See Parade. 


Along the line of march, from the 


main part of town to Wick park, two 
or three miles out, thousands of peo- 
ple lined the curb. 
More than an 


hour was required for the parade to 
pass a given point. 
At the park, 


where tho marchers disbanded, the 
speakers' stand was erected. At 2 
o'clock Congressman James Kennedy 
of Youngstown rapped lor order and 
turned the gavel over to Arthur I. 
Vorys as permanent chairman. Mr. 
Vorys reviewed the record of the Re- 
publican party briefly and introduced 
Governor Andrew L. Harris. 


Governor Harris was given an ova- 


tion when he stepped to the front of 
the platform. It was several minutes 
before he was able to make himself 
heard.

is olten found in sewers in many towns, and it snreads until it chokes 
sevvors completely. 
But it is not poplar roots. 
Suppose council were to 


order every poplar tree in town cut down. 
In a year or t-o, -suppose jou 


again found the sewers e'og-ed. 
What then? 
The trees would be gone 


and it would take time and expense to rephice them.

the s;>cvd of the aeroplane was esti- 
mated at :;5 miles an hour. 
Thirty 


fert from ino ground was the greatest 
height attained, 
it was evident that 


the aviator had the machine undei 
befer control than on the previous 
trial. 


Mr. Wright replaced 
the 
runner 


broken and the machine was taken 
to 
the 
northern end of the drill 


grounds-, where the starting apparatus 
is located. 
A preliminary test of the 


motor 
proving 
satisfactory, 
the 


wheels supporting the machine were 
taken from under it and Mr. Wright 
started the motor and took his place 
in the aviator's seat. 


Gives Signal to Start. 


He then nodded to his assistant, C. 


K. Taylor, and the machine was re- 
leased. The weights suspended from 
a wooden tower gave it impetus, and 
as it glided along the 50-foot track its 
speed increased. 
Leaving the track 


the machine 'was turned upwards b 
the operator and. dipping slightly, 
continued to rise as it made for the 
southern end 'of the field. 


Recalling his former mishap, Mr. 


Wright turned the machine wnori half 
way down the field, but with each sue 
cecding lap he approached nearer to 
the tent. 
He made several 
sharp 


turns at on« point and repeated the 
mistake made in the previous trial. 
but he was able to right the machine 
before descending too near the earth. 
One of the most impressive features 
of the aeroplane's performance was 
(he ease with which it was brought 
to earth when half way round on the 
sixth lap. 


"With each succeeding flight," said 


Mr. Wright, as he landed, "I will se- 
cure a"hotter control of the aeroplane. 
The difficulty 1 experience now is that 
I pull the levers too far. This is nat- 
ural, in view of the length of time 
since my last flights, but with a tow 
more tiials 1 am confident that I will 
aavo perfect control of the planes."

Washington. Sept. 5.—At the Fort 


Myer. diiil grounds Orville Wright of 
Dayton made another flight, in which 
he circled tbo field five times in addi- 
ion 
to 
going its 
lull length 
be- 


fore landing directly in front of the 
tent which shelters the machine. The 
total time consumed in flight was 4 
minutes and 15 seconds, the aero- 
plane beius under the control of Mr. 
Wright throughout the llight. 
The 


wind was blowing at a rate of three 
and three-fifth miles per hour, and 
the speed of the aeroplane was esti- 
mated at :13 miles an hour. 
Thirty 


feet from the ground was the greatest 
height attained. It was evident that 
the aviator had the machine undei 
bet'er control than on the previous 
trial. 


Mr. Wright replaced 
the 
runner 


broken and 'he machine was taken 
to 
the 
northern end of the drill 


irounds, where the starting apparatus 
is located. A preliminary test of the 
motor 
proving 
satisfactory, 
the 


wheels supporting the machine were 
taken from under it and Mr. Wright 
started the motor and took his place 
in the aviator's seat. 


Gives Signal to Start. 


He then nodded to his assistant, C. 


E. Taylor, and the machine was re- 
leased. The weights suspended from 
a wooden tower gave it -Impetus, and 
ju; it glided along the 50-foot track its 
speed increased. Leaving the track 
the machine'was turned upwards b 
the operator and, dipping slighlly, 
continued to rise as it made for t he- 
southern end'of the field. 


Recalling his former mishap, Mr. 


Wright turned the machine when half 
way down the field, but with each suc- 
ceeding lap he approached nearer to 
the tent. 
He made several sharp 


turns at on^ point and repeated the 
mistake made in the previous trial, 
but he was able to right the machine 
before descending too near the earth. 
One of the most impressive feature 
of the aeroplane's performance was 
the ease; with which it was brought 
to earth when half way round on the 
sixth lap. 


"With each succeeding flight." said 


Mr. Wright, as he landed, "I will se- 
cure a"better control of the aeroplane. 
The difficulty I experience now is that 
I pull the levers too far. This is nat- 
ural, in view of the length of time 
since my last flights, but with a few 
more tiia'.s 1 am confident that I will 
aave perfect control of the planes."

Veterans Fear Too Much Hammering 


at 
Congress Will Create a Bad 


Impression and Reflect Discredit on 
Organization—Salt Lake City Cap- 
tures Next Encampment anjj At- 
lanta Puts In a Bid For Meeting 
In 1910. 


Toledo. O.. Sept. 5.—Congress will 


not be asked to pass further relief 
measures by the Grand Army of the 
Republic for a period of. three years. 


Pending resolutions looking to an 


amendment to the 
service pension 


bill, leducing to C5 years the age at 
which a veteran can receive $20 a 
month; another amending the pend- 
ing widows' pension bill to make eli- 
gible all soldiers' widows who were 
married prior to the date of passage 
of the bill, were laid over in favor of 
the resolution granting congress three 
years' respite from old soldier legis- 
lation. 


It appeared to be the consensus of 


opinion of th.i leaders that too much 
hammering for pension bills and re- 
lief measures might soon create a bad 
impression in the minds of congress- 
men and reflect decree!.., upon 
the 


civil war veterans. 


At 
the request of General I. R. 


Sherwood of Ohio, his dollar a day 
pension bill was not brought up for 
consideration, and a resolution asking 
congress to pay ex-prisoners of war 
$2 a day pension was laid over. As 
the result of the G. A. R. encamp- 
ments in the past indorsing one par- 
ticular bill to be presented 
befora 


congress, scarcely a year has passed 
but that congress has not had before 
it for consideration at least one pen- 
sion measure backed by the .entire 
Grand Army. 


Salt Lake Gets Encampment. 


After the installation of the newly 


elected national officers at the morn- 
ing session, the Grand Army dele- 
gates 'decided upon Salt Lake City as 
the next meeting pla°e. 


After Salt Lake City was chosan for
